forests were covered with their riches! 
foliage; the birds sang melodiously; the 
prairies were covered with theic numer: 
ous herds, and the plains were blended 
with an innumerable varigation of flow- 
ers, which lent rich fragrance to the 
breeze. Whilst conversing upon the 
strangeness of our expedition; of the ex. 
pectation of so soon proving or dixproviny 
the truth or falsity of every day’s report; 
and if true, the hazard xe were about to 
make of losing life, reputation and prop- 
eriy, and the warm solicitations and anx- 
iety of our friends for our safety in visit- 
ing a plece, and people, said to be devoid 
of christianity, morality or civilization;

A short time and we were agiin on our 
way. The day continued pleasant and 
warm Crops everywhere showed the 
effect of a long winter: still the exértions 
of the farmer seemed no where diminish- 
oJ. Towards cvening we were ferried 
across a stream of considerab'e size and 
passed through a rich alluvial bottom 
covered with a heavy growth of timber. 
Night overtook us near an indifferent log 
building at which we found entertainment 7 
for the night- Our host seemed very 
communicative; and, upon beiog foform.- | 
ed of our business, voluntarily gave us a 
delailed account of the Mormon difficu'ties 
wyth Missouri; of their setilement in this 
Siete; their many aggressions &c. This 
account appeared very plausible, although 
it seemed ‘entirely exparte,’notwiths!and-~ 
ing our worthy host assured us he had 
heard all to be facts. Amongst other 
things he informed us there was a small 
town called Macedonia (Formerly Ra 
mus) about twenty miles east of Nauvoo. 
built and inhabited almost exclusively by

way.’ The country through which we 
passed was beautiful, with here and there 
a cluster of buildings, which in bette:
